Coun. Throndson noted 
that at the time that the 
matter was brought to 
council it was understood 
that the ravine behind the

committee of the whole-re- 
commendations at their 
meeting on July 7. Coun. 
Lukay and Coun. Smith were 
not at the meeting. 

The councillors voted 5 to 0 
in favour of accepting the 
Lacombe Park Lake proposal 
in principle subject to ratifi- 
cation of details with town 
staff, 

With respect to the pro- 
posed subdivision, Stage 9, 
Lacombe Park, council voted 
in favour of the approval of 
the tentative plan subject to 
the following conditions; 
execution of the development 
agreement covering servic- 
ing and other improvements 
required by the municipality; 
rezoning some and classify- 
ing other portions of the 
proposal, execution of an 
off-site charge bylaw; re- 
gistration by plan of survey, 
as approved by council; and 
conformance with section 16f 
of the Planning Act, (relating 
to payment of property tax). 

The council voted 5 to 0 in 
favour of endorsement of the 
submission of St. Albert 
Broadcasting Limited as pre- 
sented on June 23, and also 
voted 5 to 0 in favour of the 
mayor or designate submitt- 
ing a brief to the CRTC 
hearings tentatively sche- 
duled in the first week of 
February, 1976. 

Council approved the un- 
dertaking of a regional sewer 
study by Stanley Associates 
at a cost of up to $9,400. The 
vote was 5 to 0, Coun. Fyfe 
wondered about the progress 
of the Study and Mayor Plain 
noted thaf the results would 
be complete by the middle of 
August. 

The councillors voted 5 to 0 
in favour of acceptance of an 
architects agreement be- 


tween Groves, Hodgson Ar- 
chitects Ltd..-and the Town 
of St. Albert for design of a 
mitnicipal building to be 
located on Sir Winston 
Churchill Avenue. 

The final committee re- 
commendation stated ‘‘that, 
in light of the additional 
information, council support 
the application of Canadian 
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the control of the town. 
Currently there is talk of a 
rapid transit routing through 
the area, and the zoning of 
the property is currently of a 
R3 variety. He pointed out 
that the R3 zoning changed 
to a highway commercial 
zoning would increase the 
value of the property and 
make purchase of the pro- 
perty for the purposes of a 
rapid transit routing an ex- 
pensive proposition for the 
town.

Coun. Fyfe moved that the 
matter be referred to the 
committee of the whole 
meeting on July 14. The 
motion carried 4 to 1 (Coun. 
Breadner was opposed).

Twenty ton machine 


crushes Edmonton man

Brian Simon Murchison, 
21, of 13011 - 137 Avenue, 
Ednionton, was checking the 
grade at the lake site at about 
7:45 a.m., when the accident 


occurred. 

According to a Standard 
General company spokes- 
man, the firm Murchison was 
working for, he was working 
at an area with which he was 
familiar and may have been 
watching another piece of 
heavy grading equipment 
when he was run over by the 
packer, 


The company spokesman 
said that after the accident 
the entire job was shut down 
and the driver of the packer, 
whose name was withheld, 
was taken to the Sturgeon 
General Hospital in a state of 
severe shock, 

He was released a few 
hours later after seeing his

replacement point of view. 

The optional seating is of a 
cloth variety rather than 
vinyl and in the discussion it 
was felt that this would make 
the buses more attractive for 
charter use.

has to be replaced. This did 
not include a camera. 

The motion was preceded 
by a icrgthy discussion 
among the trustees who 
sought advice from district 
administrative staff. Chair- 
man Webber and Trustee 
McCaffery both questioned 
how much television is being 
used in schools and how 
successfully. 

Superintendent Elmer Gi- 
sh and Assistant Superin- 
tendent Bob Prather spoke in 
favour of purchasing the new 
equipment. Mr. Gish ex- 
plained to the trustees that 
the district had not surveyed 
the use of television in 
schools, and had not pushed 


its use as an educational tool, 
and an estimate of its effec- 
tiveness could not therefore 
be made. He thought, never- 
theless, that a child who is 
used to viewing colour would 
not be ‘‘turned on’’ by black 
and white. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Prather added that programs 
such as Sesame Street and 
the Electric Company are 
shown to Division one classes 
and many other good edu- 
cational programs are view- 
ed. Junior high school stu- 
dents watch the serialized 
historical and biological pro- 
grams and these are greatly 
enhanced when in colour. 

The motion to purchase 
the equipment was carried 
with Chairman Bill Webber 
opposed.

REFLECTS 


Where are we going ? 


The Ad Hoc Committee on traffic safety and the St. Albert 
Safety Council have come up with a number of practical 
recommendations for improving safety on Highway Two. 
Discussion on the report did not indicate whether either 
group had considered a link fence with cable rather than the 
raised-curb median with guard rails. The fence would have a 
degree of resilience which the median does not, and the 
costs would be significantly lower. 


Link fence is used with considerable success in Los Angeles, 
which has an outstanding record as regards fatalities. This 
city leads the world in highway research and engineering. 


Both groups are also concerning themselves with bus safety 
in the town, particularly since both transit and school buses 
have been involved in accidents recently. A major difficulty 
with large transit buses arises from the narrowness of many 
streets. 


Council has moved to purchase 10 big transit buses at a cost 
of $682,000. Government funding fer urban transportation is 
$130,000 annually for six years from 1974, plus $3 per capita 
or 50% of audited deficit annually. These government 
grants take care of the purchase of the 10 buses and help 
with the deficit. 


However the costs of maintaining the buses, housing them 
and providing drivers for shifts will be high. So will eventual 
replacement costs and road maintenance costs. Mini buses 
would be more practical and less expensive for St. Albert 
streets which were not designed for the big buses, making 
them a safety hazard. 


Why not mini buses for use in conjunction with the present 
transit buses? The large buses may often be observed on our 
streets carrying only a handful of passengers, except at peak 
times. In addition mini buses could possibly serve a Dial A 
Bus function such as has worked so well in centres the size 
of Regina. They would also be much easier on our streets, 
providing further cost savings. 


Parking requirements for the large transit buses have 
caused new Yellow Line extensions in the downtown area 
which are adding insult to injury for the long suffering 
merchants. Business people are outraged at this latest 
development - and rightly so. They have big investments at 
stake and for years have been endeavouring to work with the 
town to provide offsite parking, to no avail. The only 
measures taken have been paraliel parking and now the 
extended no - park areas to accommodate buses - both 
having serious impact on the businessmen. 


Council has been involved in a regional transportation study 
which results have not yet been released. We wonder what 
discussions took place with the City of Edmonton and ETS 
officials, and what their suggestions were, having many 
many years experience in the transportation business. 


Unfortunately people paid to do studies all too often tell 
councils what they want to hear. It’s better business for 
them and they are given terms of reference. But surely no 
honest study could recommend that council go ahead with 
the purchase 10 big buses. 


Are town finances in such good shape that they can stand 
this purchase - with related housing, upkeep, and street 
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maintenance costs? The 4.4. million dollar recreation 
complex - 50° or more at town expense is a big investment 
as well, plus upkeep and operational expense. And now 
plans are underway for a new town hall - whoops - Civic 
Centre. 


In addition there are many street and road improvements 
needed and, in the name of safety, bicycle paths become 
more essential each year, plus traffic lights at a number of 
busy intersections, and widening of main arteries. 


We have had a good year with the ETS Contract and the 
deficit was approximately $50,000 less than estimated. St. 
Albert residents won’t mind a mill on their taxes for 
excellent ETS service but will and should scream if the cost 
goes to 4 to 5 mills municipal tax subsidy.

Forces Need Strengthening 


It is never out of place to say a few words on a problem 
which should be of great concern to all Canadians, the issue 
of national security and Canadian sovereignty. 


Although Canada has nuclear protection under the NORAD 
agreement, there is very real doubt that its conventional 
forces are strong enough to resist and deter an aggressor 
using conventional methods. Such a weakness is tantamount 
to nuclear suicide, since nuclear resistance would be the 
only option open. 


The people of Canada have a right to a viable defence force 
to protect them in some unforseen crisis, internal or 
external, in days when such an event seems more likely than 
not. 


Does a force of 78,000 seem a fair return for your tax dollar 
in a country where one Territory alone, the NWT is about 
1.2 million square miles in area? Defence somehow always 
seems to be a dirty word, but when the chips are down, 
you're lost without it. 


Every night when you watch the news, you are probably 
aware that there is too much news dealing with international 
crisis, or domestic flare-ups. 


We may not like this, but this has always been the state of 


the world from time immemorial. 


Again, it should be asked, do you think that Canada can 
really feel secure with only 78,000 men to protect her far 


flung borders in the event it should be necessary? 


Not wishing to promote an arms race, just look at the 
strength of ‘‘hostile’’ countries and also our neighbour to 
the south and judge for yourself whether the Federal 
Government has not lulled you into a false state of security 
in the last few years of comparative peace. : 


Russia, excluding the Warsaw pact forces boasts total 
armed forces of three million men with a 250,000 Strategic 
Rocket Reserve Force. China is said to be able to put 16 
million under arms at virtually a moment’s notice. Since the 
Second World War, America’s armed forces have been 
trimmed to only 1.85 million fighting men. These figures are 
from a very reliable source, Whitaker’s Almanac 1975. 
Although Canada can look to NATO and Europe for help in 
any emergency, by any sane comparison, her own forces are 
woefully inadequate to deter any really determined 
aggressor. 


The logic of the situation is that if an aggressor were to 
attack Canada to gain control of her valuable resources, she 
would have to turn to friends for protection, because her 
own armed forces would not be strong enough to stand a 
hostile thrust by the enemy. 


It is ironic that a line in the Canadian National Anthe 
‘*We stand on guard for Thee,” a line which nb agooon 
chest stick out with patriotic pride, is so cynicall 
disregarded by a Federal Government which thinks that ; 
country the size of Canada can be safely guarded by 
national force of only 78,000 men. r 
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EMPLOYMENT STATISTICS SHOW INTERESTING DATA 


Preliminary estimates for 
the three months ended May 
31 who an increase in the 
number of vacant jobs from 
the three-month period end- 
ed February 28, 1975. Vac- 
ancies for full time, part time 
and casual jobs rose to 
64,800 from 60,500 in Can- 
ada. 

However, this increase 
was substantially lower than 
those that occurred in the 
corresponding periods of 
each of the four proceeding 
years. On a year to year 
basis, vacancies were down 
by 39,400. 

Vacancies for full-time 
jobs numbered 57,800 at 
May 31, up 4% from Feb- 
ruary 28, 1975 but down 38% 
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from May 31, 1974. 

For every 1,000 existing 
jobs in the latest three-month 
period, eight were vacant, 
the same as in the preceding 
period but down from !3 a 
vear earlier. 

Total labour income for 
April was estimated at $6.85 
billion, up 14.6% from a year 
earlier. 

Adjusted for seasona! var- 
iations, the April estimate of 
$6.94 billion showed an 
increase of 0.4% from the 
March level. Wages and 
salaries in both the goods- 
producing and_ service-pro- 
ducing industries advanced 
at approximately the same 
rate.

Technical committee,working document to aid joint use 


Mr. Dale Bjornson, chair- 
man of the Parks and

The event doubles as a 
showcase of Indian culture 
and a convention of repre- 
sentatives from alcoholism 
and drug abuse programs 
throughought North Ameri- 
ca. Therefore no booze will 
be allowed. 

A flag-raising ceremony 
kicks off at 7 a.m., followed 
by lectures on alcoholism at 
10 a.m. 

Hand games, a form of 
gambling involving marked 
and unmarked bones, will be 
held at noon.

Every two hours during 
the dancing elders will talk 
on Indian culture, history, 
alcoholism and other topics. 

The Day's committee will 
honour dignitaries at a dance 
July 2 at 2 p.m. 

Pow-wow participants will 
begin to show up at the 
Lodge five miles north of 
137th Avenue and 142nd 
Street, July 17 to set up their 
teepees. Last year a camp of 
more than 60 teepees sprang 
up.

One of the dictionary 
definitions of an accident is 
‘‘a happening that is not 
expected, foreseen or in- 
tended.’ No one ‘‘expects”’ 
or ‘‘intends’’ a drowning 
accident, but to ‘‘foresee’’ a 
happening is another matter. 

It doesn’t take a fortune- 
teller to prophesy that a 
person diving into unknown 
waters may come to grief if 
the water is too shallow, or 


, 


there are hidden rocks or 
debris. 

It’s no trick to predict that 
a poor swimmer takes a 
chance when he is beyond his 
depth, or swimming without 
a ‘‘buddy.’’ 

Trouble can be forecast if a 
boat takes off with an over- 
load of passengers, or 
without the necessary life- 
saving equipment, or with an 
operator unskilled in safe 
handling of the boat. 

Danger is to be expected if 
children are allowed to take 
inflatable toys into the water, 
which may drift away and 
lure the child out to retrieve 
them. 

Using the foresight to 
anticipate what could happen 
while swimming or boating, 
and taking the simple pre- 
cautions to avoid the danger, 
is the way to prevent un- 
necessary drownings.

A few years ago the 
government planted finger- 
ling ‘*Coho"’ salmon in Cold 
Lake with the result that 
today most of these have 
disappeared. Experiments 
have been conducted which 
now make it appear that the 
problem has been resolved. 

The Coho salmon _ not 
being a native of the Cold 
Lake waters, has experien- 
ced difficulty in surviving. 
The female when going up 
the Cold Lake feeder str- 
eams, has been losing here 
roe on the rocky bottoms and 
when she got far enough 
upstream in the small pools 
and inlets had great difficulty 
in getting back into the 
mainstream over the sand- 
bars. As high as 90 per cent, 
were dying in the upper 
reaches of the Cold Lake 
tributaries which caused a 
pollution and odour problem. 

The Fish and Wildlife 
Division decided to cross- 
breed the *‘Coho’’ with the 
native *‘Walleye’’ for two 
reasons: 1) the Walleye had 
the strength and knowledge 
to get through the Cold Lake 
tributaries and 2) was not 
prone to lose the role while 
going upstream. This new 
species was named the 
**Cowal.”’ 

However in crossbreeding, 
the experiment went further. 
They bred the ‘‘Cowal’’ with 
the greatest fresh water 
fighter in North America, the 
‘*Muskie.’’ This created a 
hybrid, double crossbreed 
and introduced a top Cana- 
dian game fish. 

They named this hybrid 
the **Co-Wal-Ski’’ and all 
they have to do now is teach 
the dumb son-of-a-gun how 
to swim.

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““My rewards are the little 
faces smiling at me.”’ 

Those are the words of 
Mrs. Geraldine Nagata of 
Edmonton, who has spent 30 
devoted years looking after 
foster children. 

While the little smiling 
faces are the real reward for 
this type of demanding work, 
there are others. Like the 
night of June 17 when Mrs. 
Nagata suddenly found her- 
self sitting at the head table 
in the Morinville Recreation 
Centre, singled out among 96 
citations from the Depart- 
ment of Social Services and 
Community Health for the 
work she has done with 
foster children across three 
western provinces. 

While most of us would 
balk if we had more than two 
or three of our ‘‘own’’ 
children to look after, Mrs. 
Nagata, apart from having to 
look after her own family, 
now for the most part grown 
up, took on the challenge of 
looking after foster children. 

She has looked after 29 
from Alberta, 12 from British 
Columbia, and 22 from Sask-

atchewan. And looking after 
is a facile term to use. For 
when you become a foster 
parent, you must meet the 
entire needs of the children 
who come into your care. 
This means giving them the 
love, discipline, compassion, 
interest and support, the 
security and strength for 
them to rely on - all those 
needs that you would provide 
to your own natural children. 
That is a tough assignment 
and lasts for 24 hours each 
day. 

But the success of the 
assignment just depends on 
mental attitude. Mrs. Nagata 
says that she just loves the 
kids because playing with 
them gives you life and you 
can have lots of fun by 
looking through their eyes. 

That’s why Mrs. Nagata 
will not retire from her job. 

So the citation and the 
corsage that she received at 
the Sturgeon Foster Parents 
Association meeting in Mor- 
inville last month did come 
as a surprise for someone so 
devoted to her task. Also, 
she points out, she could not 
fulfil her present task of 
looking after three foster 
children, one a beautiful 20 
month old Treaty Indian girl 
without the help of her 16 
year old son Sean. 

Obviously, for reasons of 
confidentiality, the names of 
the children cannot be given 
here, but the little Indian girl 
of the Awokinak tribe is 
really getting the best of both 
worlds. If she should ever 
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decide to ‘‘go back to her 
own,’’ says Mrs. Nagata, she 
will be well prepared. For 
Mrs. Nagata’s 20 year old 
daughter Carol, a private in 
the Canadian Armed Forces, 
is making a teepee, head- 
band, moccasins and a suit, 
as well as the head dress and 
porcupine quill symbols so 
that the little girl does not 
forget her heritage. And it 
seems that the 20 month 
smiling Treaty Indian girl 
has no intentions of doing so 
anyway. Mrs. Nagata says 
that when a certain ad comes 
on to the television portray- 
ing dancing Indians, the little 
youngster outdoes the boys 
in her interpretation of the 
beat. 

Mrs. Nagata emphasizes 
that race creed and colour 
have no part in her philo- 
sophy and she takes all her 
kids as she finds them. Her 
little Treaty Indian will have 
a book made for her outlining 
all her tribe’s culture and 
background. Also, Mrs. Na- 
gata has taken great pains to 
feed the little girl the diet she 
would have received had she 
been with her own people. 
She loves the dry beef 
“jerky’’ which Mrs. Nagata 
prepares for her. This keeps 
teeth shining and healthy 
and far surpasses what we 
call chewing gum in making 
the mouth salivate when 
water may be scarce. The 
Awokinak tribe were also 
crazy about fish and the little 
Treaty Indian is faithful to 
this trait too, so Mrs. Nagata 
feeds her with plenty of fish. 

But there is a dark side to 
being a foster parent. Many 
children have had so many 
traumas says Mrs. Nagata 
that it can take months 
before you get their trust. 

‘*Once it took two whole 
months before one child 
came to me,"’ she explained. 
She also said that many of 
the traumas that the kids had 
been through, ‘‘I couldn't 
have endured.”’ 

Another remarkable ob- 
servation she makes is that 
the Department of Health 
and Social Development we- 
re amazed when some of the 
children whom she looked 
after, near dead and dying

when they were brought to 
her, showed no signs after- 
wards of retardation. 

Life for the three children 
at present under Mrs. 
Nagata’s care has been quite 
an experience. They’ve seen 
the Canadian Armed Forces 
display at Namao this sum- 
mer, (this led one of the boys 
to ask for a toy aeroplane) 
and they'll also be heading 
down to Colorado Springs 
with Mrs. Nagata to enjoy 
some of the sights down 
there. 

The kids have also been to 
the Okanagan Valley, where 
they were delighted by the 
beautiful lakes and the fruit 
orchards. 

Devoted people like Mrs. 
Nagata are spearheading a 
movement away from caring 
for children in institutions 
and there is a growing em- 
phasis on the benefits of the 
more family like foster 
home. A good foster home is 
far superior to a_ good 
institution where the child- 
ren get more attention and 
more love. 

The Sturgeon area is new 
to the concept of foster 
homes, the Sturgeon Foster 
Parents Association getting

off the ground barely two 
years ago. 

That was the reason for 
holding the citations in Mor- 
inville, it was thought that 
such an event would give the 
new organization the en- 
couragement it needed for 
the tasks which lie ahead.

viding foster homes for any 
child requiring the service is 
easier said than done. 

He urged foster parents 
and the associations to which 
they belong to lead the way, 
for without them the pro- 
gram of foster parents is 
meaningless. 

He asked foster parents 
who do not as yet belong to

ION BAPTIST CHURCH 


has centered on the need for 
a world government of some 
kind. The problems affecting 
the human family are prin- 
cipally the same in all nations 
and yet solution to these 
problems has eluded us. 

‘The lack of trust among 
the leadership of nations is 
apparent,’ Mr. Beauchamp 
said. ‘‘For example, consider 
one result of this distrust. 
Though they see how unwise 
it is, nations nearly ruin their 
economies to spend billions 
of dollars on armaments that 
they hope they will never 
have to use. 

‘*And yet,’’ he said, ‘‘in 
view of the repeated break- 
ing of peace treaties, nations 
can see no reason to trust one 
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another, and hence, believe 
that there is no alternative to 
such arms races.” 

Commenting on the overall 
problem Mr. Beauchamp 
said that the basic factor in 
the inability of men to solve 
global problems is human 
selfishness. 

Citing the key problems: 
armaments development and 
stockpiling, pollution, pro- 
jected famine due to the 
worldwide population explo- 
sion and economic crisis with 
inflation, Mr. Beauchamp 
said they have become a 
matter of grave concern.

The effect of selfishness, 
he said, produces such 
problems to man. ‘It is not 
only prevalent in organiza- 
tions and nations,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘but exists in the 
very roots of human so- 
ciety.”’ 

Mr. Beauchamp empha- 
sized that no one should get 
the idea that the earth itself 
is responsible for man’s 
problems -- that it is, for 
example, incapable of grow- 
ing enough food for every- 
one. 

Citing a report by the 
United Nations Food and

Agricultural Organization, 
Mr. Beauchamp pointed out 
that the earth is capable of 
feeding many times as many 
people as now live in the 
world. 

‘‘Humans,’’ he said, ‘‘ha- 
ve been mismanaging ear- 
th’s food production, as well 
as the distribution of that 
food. 

‘And too,”’ he continued, 
“the energy crisis of the past 
two years has eliminated 
many prior demands to clean 
up our polluted air, water 
and soil. Thus, due to 
expediency, man is trying to 
delay reforms urgently nee- 
ded to sustain human life in 
the future.’ 

Mr. Beauchamp stressed 
that global problems are too 
difficult for man to cope with. 

“That does not mean the 
situation is hopeless,’’ he 
concluded. ‘‘Although many 
people refuse to accept 
Divine intervention in human 
affairs as possible, neverthe- 
less, it is true. 

‘‘God’s purpose is to bless 
humankind with a righteous 
world government that will 


unite all peoples on earth, 
Jesus Christ devoted his 
ministry on earth to telling 
people about this govern- 
ment. He urged his disciples 
to pray for it, saying, ‘Thy 
Kingdom come. Thy will be 
done in earth, as it is in 
heaven.’ "’ 

Mr. Beauchamp | said 
God's kingdom will come in a 
shocking way to most people 
of the earth. It will bring an 
end to all unrighteousness, 
he said. 

**But the literal earth will 
survive that judgement and 
God will preserve righteous 
men to fulfill his grand 
purpose for our earth,’’ he 
said.

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Professional coaching on public courts-a Ist for St. Albert 


With the co-operation of 
the St. Albert Parks and 
Recreation Department an 
interesting experiment will 
begin next week when pro- 
fessional tennis coach Edwin 
Barclay will offer top knotch 
coaching on public courts. for 
the first time in Alberta. 

**At present,’’ said Mr. 
Barclay, ‘‘the best coaching 
is offered only at private 
clubs in Alberta, a practice 
which can by no means 
develop all of the talent 
potential among our young- 
sters."" 

Mr. Barclay was taught to 
play tennis in Australia by 
Victor Edwards (the coach of 
Evonne Goolagong) and was 


selected for special coaching 
by Victor Edwards with other 
promising juniors. 

In 1969 he won the 
Woolongong District singles, 
doubles and mixed champion 
of champions in N.S.W. 
Australia, and in 1970 he 
won the New South Wales 
County Singles and Doubles 
titles. 

Ed also has considerable 
coaching experience, having 
coached in partnership with 
John Burnett in Woolongong 
area for 15 years. He was 
junior development chairman 
in the South Coast area of 
N.S.W. with over 1,000 
juniors in the program. 

After coming to Alberta in 


1970 he was the Red Deer 
Tennis Club coach from 1971 
- 74 and he is presently the 
president of the Alberta 
Lawn Tennis Association. 

A school teacher for 12 
years, Mr. Barclay comple- 
ted his B.Ed. at the UofA 
and will begin teaching at 
Morinville this fall. 

Tennis instruction from 
Mr. Barclay will be given in 
groups or private lessons in 
sessions of four 1% hour 
lessons. (See ad in this issue 
for details). He will pay the 
Parks and Rec Department 
for court time, and will be 
instructing for four to six 
weeks.

Reeve Flynn optimist.c about MD and Viscount Estates 


Reeve of the MD of 
Sturgeon Bill Flynn is opti- 
mistic about the future of its 
relationship with residents of 
Viscount Estates. 

A meeting was held June 
26 with 30 residents from the 
hamlet which is just to the 
east of St. Albert near the 
golf course, to discuss ways 
and means of pumping back 
half the municipal revenue 
taken from the hamlet for 
better servicing of roads, 
garbage and other needs. 

There was almost a full 
turnout from the MD council 
at the meeting but a repre- 
sentative for Viscount Es- 
tates residents Tom Lauder 
said June 27 some hamlet 
residents had been away on 
holiday at the time of the 
meeting. Also the hamlet is 
still expanding with some 
houses stil! under construc- 
tion. 

There are 50 houses ex- 
pected to be fully occupied 
shortly at Viscount Estates 
giving a possible population 
of 125-150 people. 

The main hassle is not 
whether the community has 
hamlet status, rather says 
Mr. Lauder, ‘‘We expect to 
get some services for the 


dollars we pay,’’ which he 
claimed were double what 
people might pay in Edmon- 
ton, 

He said that people at 
Viscount had moved away 
from the City to get away 
from the city but ‘‘none of us 
moved to get cheap living.”’ 

He said that residents felt 
that they were not being 
reasonably treated and that 
the tax dollars being paid by 
all the people were not being 
put back into the hamlet in 
the same proportion as they 
were being taken out. 

**We want some voice in 
what is done and one of the 
prime concerns is 
conditions.”’ 

However Mr. Lauder was 
quick to point out that the 
meeting between the group 
and the MDhad been benefi- 
cial and an equitable solution 
could be reached. He added 
that this was the first time 
the MD and Viscount Estates 
had sat down and reasoned 
about the hamlet’s com- 
plaints. 

He said Councillors Kluthe

A definite site for the new 
plant has yet to be fixed, but

Mayor Plain asked that 
one month be given (till July 
17) for consultants to finalize 
the sewage line study. 

However Councillor Law- 
rence Kluthe suggested that 
the MD send a letter to St. 
Albert requesting the town to 
allow Morinville the hook-up 
agreement prior to July 17,. 

It looks as if St. Albert will 
do all it can to have the reply 
sent to the MD by July 10, 
about the town's position on 
the development permit iss- 
ued August 27, 1973. 

That permit which was 
issued indicated that the 
treatment plant could have a 
capacity for 105,000 people, 
the sewer line for 50,000. 
The transmission would have 
to be twinned to meet the 
105,000 population level. 
Then the treatment facilities 
could be enlarged to accom- 
modate additional population 
over 105,000. 


Canadian Bechtel plant 
likely near St. Albert 


Canadian Bechtel has ap- 
plied to the MD of Sturgeon 
to locate a 70 acre pipe 
welding plant immediately 
east of St. Albert. 

Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
says that the MD are 
strongly in favour of the 
plant which will employ 450 
people. 

A number of problems 
have to be ironed out before 
the plant can locate. 

Recently an appeal by a 
group of Edmonton citizens 
quashed the plant on a site 


where it would have been in 
conflict with residential de- 
velopment. 

July 2 the issue will come 
up for airing at an Edmon- 
ton Regional Planning Board 
hearing. Before the company 
can locate at the proposed 
site the land will have to be 
rezoned from low density 
agricultural to industrial. 

Representatives of Cana- 
dian Bechtel attended the 
regular development meet- 
ing of the MD June 26 in 
support of their application.

Morinville’s growth 


in the lap 


of the Gods 


It's in the lap of the 
Gods,”* said Mayor Art 
Stapleton of Morinville after 
a Local Authorities Board 
hearing in that town June 26 
held to discuss the pros and 
cons of Morinville’s growth. 

The hearing centered ar- 
ound a 600 acre annexation 
proposed for the town’s 
north-east sector, and the 
results of the hearing are not 
expected to be known for at 
least three months. Mayor 
Stapleton says that Morin- 
ville needs growth to help 
develop the drainage and a 
$2.2 million sewer line which 
will come with an expanding 
population. 

Mayor Stapleton said that 
support for the town’s 
annexation application had 
been indicated by the MD of 
Sturgeon at the hearing, also 
the two developers Qualico 
and Forest Glenn Dixie and 
Associated Engineers. 

But the crux of the whole 
issue seems to lie with 
Morinville and St. Albert 
which was representated at 
the hearing by Mayor Dick 
Plain. After the hearing he 


said that if it were technically * 


and economically possible for 
the sewer line tie-in with 
Morinville and St. Albert 
then the two communities 
would proceed with the 
hook-up. He added that a 
document which would out- 
line controis on the hook up 
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as well as economic and 
technical terms of reference 
would be drawn up for St. 
Albert council to ratify and 
present to Morinville. 

Mayor Plain said he felt 
that the annexation issue 
may have to go to the Public 
Utilities Board for further 
examination. 

Highlights of the hearing 
the Mayor said were that the 
developers did not seem 
opposed to annexation, but 
some concern was expressed 
as to the rate the population 
of Morinville would grow, 
once development was un- 
derway. Eight hundred peo- 
ple a year could come to the 
(expanded) town and over a 
four year period this would 
mean that the population 
would more than triple. 
Forest Glenn Dixie had asked 
what the quality of life would 
be like in Morinville once the 
population had grown by that 
amount, the Mayor pointed 
out. 

Also at the hearing the 
well worn question of how to 
keep the Manawan Drainage 
System at existing levels 
came up and the MD of 
Sturgeon is known to be 
particularly anxious that 
drainage requirements in 
this area are met in future 
developments. 

The loss of prime agricul- 
tural land was also a bone of 
contention at the June 26 
LAB hearing.
